tablan, by Colonel J, Milton Thompson, 
and 1000 picked men of the Twenty- 
seventh and Forty-second volunteer in- 
fantry regiments, in November last. „ 
.Geronimo, from all accounts, lived up 
to the reputation of his namesake in 
this country, in that he hurled defiance 
from his mountain fortress in much 
the same way as Geitmimo. the cele- 
brated Apache chieftain, who harrassed 
defied our troops in the west. 


The insurgent chief was strongly for- 


tified at Pinauran in DeMorte canon 
r.far Montablan',' 'tis trenches being 
strung along both sides for a distance 
of seven miles. 


"After the reoccupation of the presi- 


dential chair" says the article, "It waa 
<?pcided by the military authorities to 
dteJodge Geronimo at any cost. 


"The latter frequently boasted of the 


time when the Insurgents killed 500 
Spaniards, who made an unsuccessful 
attempt to take Pinauran."

tack was set 'for noon onJ November 22. 


The expedition was divided into four

distinct directions. 


Then Colonel Thompson leading the 


main b'ody. performed the feat of the 
engagement if climbing a steep wall 
throug the dirt and underbrush entered 
the boasted "impregnable" fortress of 
the inatargent leader. 


The men had to cut their own trails 


and pull themselves up the mountain 
side by grasping twigs and saplings, 
hand over hand. 


When the Americans reached the top 


there was not a. live rebel in sight.

Hy woy of Illustrating bis lack of fear 


of snake poison Captain Moore picked up 
a tooth that he had just cut from the 
head of a dead rattler qnd punched the 
•harp point deep into the back of his 
hand. The tooth, or fang, as it is more 
commonly called, was still dripping with 
the blood of the reptile from which it 
had been cut. 
It penetrated Captain 


Moore's hand so deeply that a tiny ciim- 
son sjiot marked the place after he had 
pulled it out. 


''Sow, there couldn't be enough poison 


there to kill me," said the' captain, "but 
it would make a, mighty ugly sore. If 1 
Aldo't put this golnndnaa on it, ray hand 
would swell up as big us a ham in a few 
hoars. As it is, no harm will come." 


And DO harm did come, for several 


hours srfterward the spot punctured by 
the tooth, looked no different than from a 
pin prick. 


Captain Moore has not the least fear of 


rattlesnakes, for he picks them up and 
bundles them as if the? were kindling 
wood. He will even pick up a biz wild 
rattlesnake only a few days off the des- 
ert and, by .inserting a piece of wood Be- 
tween its jaws force them open so as to 
display the fangs and poisoned glands. 
Generally the snake will be in a state of 
frenzy, and the poisoned serum can be 
seen to fly from the ends of the teeth. 
The fluid flies out with great force, and 
If nothing obstructs it it will go several 
yards. This exhibition will give an idea 
of how thorough the infection is when a 
suake bites a human being and drives it* 
fangs-in asleep a* they will go. 
"t often get bitten when I am out 


catching rattlesnakes," said the captain 
as he1 picked" up his biggest specimen and 
cwsed.its tail to rattle loud enough to be 
heard 100 yards,-"but I don't mind it, ex- 
cept for the pain at the moment. That is 
pretty bad, but cannot be helped. 


"The last time I was out 'catching' 


along. the.Oila river I had a hard time ot 
it.. Somehow,-in spite of all the care I 
could exercise, I got bit about twice a 
day. Naturally the snakes all struck at 
my hands just as I was grabbing them to 
put into my bag, and my hands were a 
right. Why, they were all scarred up. 


"Hearty <all- the • snakes 'that bit me 


•truck with both teeth, so that I had to 
take my knife and make a cut between 
the two tiny boles to rub the golandrina 
juice into, but with all that I never had 
the least trouble. The wounds healed up 
just like ordinary scratches, and that is 
all there-was to tt "At the end of a week 
my hands were as well as ever. 
"I came near being 'bit for sure* once 


while I was out catching about 30 miles 
from Pbenix, A. T., and all because I 
didn't .have any golandrina with me. The 
herb saved roe in the end, though. 


"It was' early one morning. I found a 


fine rattler sunning himself upon a rock. 
He didn't seem very lively, and I stooped 
to pick him op, but he was watching me, 
and before I knew it his fangs were into 
the end of my first finger. 


VAll.at once t realized that I bad no 


golandrina and thought of the next best 
thing. As quick as a flash I cat a big 
gain in thread'of my finger and began tw 
suckHt. At the same time I took a big 
drink1 of brandy and called to my assist- 
ant.

"We madr'Phenix in about five hours, 


and my hand was as big as a ham, and 
the swelling'went clear back to the el- 
bow.

"We drove straight to the office of a 


doctor who always kept the stuff on 
hand, and it didn't take him a second to 
know what to do. 


'JHe gave me a piece of golandrina to 


chew and then jammed a lot of the juice 
right into the wound on the end of my 
finger. The swelling stopped right there 
and inside Of an'hoar commenced to go 
down. Before it was time to go to bed 
my band had gone back to its natural 
size and didn't hart a bit. 
The next 


morning it was as well as ever, and I 
started back to finish catching rattlers.

try ought to keep a supply of golandrina 
always on band. It is a kind of a milk- 
weed, with pink flowers. If yon can get 
it fresh, just squeeze some of the juice 
into the, wound. Bat if you have to keep 
the herb dry, chew a piece of it to a palp 
and pat that on. It will care every time. 
I, will stfcke my life on it, for I have seen 
it used any number of times and never 
knew it to fail. 


"Some people «ay golandrina is what 


the Moqui Indians tise after a snake 
dance. Maybe it is, but I am not sore, 
because the' Moguls won't tell anybody. 
But I do know that it is the only plant 
(Towing aronnd their villages that will 
core snake bite, and I am pretty sure it

There are fewer people in the farming 


districts of Now England than there aro 
in the west. This is one reason why few- 
er "gold bricks" are bought m the eabt. 
But if the "gold brick" dealer is in no 
huuy New England is his held. The 
New England mind moves slowly not be- 
cause it is grout, but because it lacks 
conlidence in itself, but when it cornea 
down ou a proposition nothing can loosen 
its grip. 


A New England man will look at the 


old shell game for two or three summers! 
and whittle and say nothing. 
Then 


when he thinks he is not watched he will 
put up all his possessions on the seduc- 
tive chaiicc- aud lost of couisc. Bat this 
characteristic of pause in the New fiuc- 
land mind is not always to be taken as an 
evidence of credulity. There is, in spite 
oi seeming paradox, no more cunning in- 
dividual than this same New England 
farmer, who worships methodically and 
who, on the surface, "keeps all the laws." 


A western man went to Massachusetts 


last winter on a speculation. The state- 
ment, unattended by explanation, would 
warrant an expression of doubt. West- 
ern men do not go into New England to 
speculate as a cold proposition. In this 
case the western man had a whim to sat- 
isfy. His daughter, who had read "The 
Courtship of Miles Standisb*' until it was 
gospel truth to her n>:nd, persuaded him 
to buy a farm in Massachusetts. 


It was stipulated that the farm should 


have trees. They were to be pine and ce- 
dar and similar hardy growth, which the 
snows of winter would not affect.

Only a keeper was 
on the premises. The former owner had 
moved ont so that the new one might 
have possession of all at once.

ATTACKING AUSTRALIAN BALLOT 


Chairman Gaetting of Republican State 


Committee Gives Reasons 


The attempt that is being made by the 


state committees to do away -with the 
Australian^ ballot bas been, the subject 
of much comment since the rece-nt ac- 
tion of the republican state committee 
as reported in this paper. Colonel Go«t- 
tiiig. chairman of the committee, was 
asked in regard to the matter, anft af- 
ter speaking of the- caucus laws, said ofl 
the ballot: 


"Manyi persons are aisastisfied with 


the form of the Australian ballot, and 
hold it responsible for the difference in 
the vote cast for the head of the ticket 
and for candidates lower down,, as well 
as for the large dumber of enWrelv 
blank ballots cast- at each election, bal- 
lots without a mark of any - kind uron 
them. But any impression that the com- 
mittee is of thei'fiettled opinion that 
there, should be^a'Change in the method 
ofl marking the ballot is premature. The 
sub'committee w£»<nbt appointed'with 
that end in view, but to take- into con-' 
sideratiom such/-a, proposition , if it 
should be brought,-forward as well aa 
other suggestion bearing upon changes 
in the election law- The provision) rela- 
tive to recounts, far instance, deserves 
attention. The recounts after each elec- 
tion have in, many instances desenerat- 
ed,irito a fares, and are some times ob- 
tained, I understand, for no better rea- 
son than to settle betsr The best rem- 
edies for these various evils make an 
open question, and the whole subject 
requires careful consideration. This is 
why the state jommittse took the action 
it did-" 


A Boston) correspondent aays of the 


same matter: 


"It is remembered In connection'with 


this whole proposition, of ballot reform, 
that the voting machine promises to su- 
persede the Australian ballot within a 
flsw years- The success of the exoeri- 
ment at Northampton and the ideals 
which seeni, so nearly realized, prove to 
the minds of some men! that we are 
near another important change, and 
that if the^ Australian ballot system 
were to be amended now the whole 
ground would have to be covered a^ain 
in a short tim?. It is well understood 
nbw that the Australian ballot can be 
beaten in several y^ys by collusion 
of precinct officers/ or by fraudulent 
acts of one of the counters-

It is a strange language that human 


ears learn readily to- comprehend. 
For 


the most part it ia instinctive. A fuzzy 
toddler six hours out ol the shell has five 
distinct calls. Tbe first and loudest of 
them is thcxlost aote, uttered when he 
loses sight c«J his mother or finds himself 
ant in the cold. It is loud and very 
shrill. The second, the hunger note, is as 
shrill, but more plaintive. As soon as 
eating begins it change's to a sort of sat* 
IsfiecJ clittering. 


After eating they grow sleepy ncd cry 


to be, hovered. The note is somewhat 
like that of hunger, with a peculiar trem- 
olo Breakup 'ft in the middle. 
Very 


rarely do the mothers disregard it, though 
they may be eager to go foraging over 
grass plots or down hedgerows. 


The fifth note, the chir-r of fright or 


astonishment, is the quaintest of all. 
The chicks themselves appear to find 
something in it distinctly humorous. 
When they are a few days old, if a big, 
wriggling worm or a fat, juicy bug be 
thrown to them with their usual food, 
they will first draw away from it, chir-r- 
rinij in concert then, after eying it a 


'f minute, seize upon it s.nd toss it about 


with faint, immature chuckling cackles, 
Thi» chir-r develops at last in the grating 
call of warning, at sound of which from 
their mothers even the youngest scatter 
and scuttle to cover. 


Anything, a bird, a kite, even a very 


small passing cloud sailing in the sky 
overhead, will evoke this warning cry. 
Let one hen sound it, and every other 
hen will tnke it up. Often, oftencr than 
not, indeed, the alarm is a false one, but 
centuries of hawfcs have impressed upon 
each feathered mind that "danger cometh 
out of the air," and they govern them- 
selves accordingly. 


Everybody knows how hens cluck to 


their broods, but it may be news to many 
that though 100 heus may be clucking 
in the same inclosure the voice of each 
will be individual and unmistakable to 
her immediate family. A chick just out 
of the nest may not be able to disciim- 
inate, but let him follow for a day, and 
he is past making mistakes. 


Even more wonderful is the hen's abil- 


ity to differentiate her brood from all the 
rest. With spiteful, ill tempered fowls 
this often leads to pitiful barnyard trag- 
edies, An intruder, feeding peacefully 
among chicks of his own size, shape and 
color, has often been slain with one sin- 
gle blow of a sharp and angry beak. 


A cock, especially a gamecock, or one 


of Spanish breed, has a wonderful varie 
ty of crows. By means of them, indeed. 
he runs the whole gamut of expression- 
hope, fear, defiance, triumph, love, hate, 
"rase, vanity and a fine, ineffable con 
ceit. 


It is tbe hens without families, though, 


that are the true barnyard gossips. Any 
fine day, outside molting time, yon maj 
nee them standing in groups, their beads 
close together, clucking and chattering 
like so many blackbirds, or else wallow- 
ing in light earth, peeking lightly as they 
scratch and wallow, and evidently find- 
ing it good sport to throw dirt over eacb 
other. 


A hen, save when setting, will never 


wallow alone. And when setting she is 
not normal, but a ragged, unkempt and 
very ^ill tempered shadow of herself, 
scowling and pecking nt whatever comet 
near her.— Boston Globe.

The United State onsnl at Matamo- 


ros, Mexico, Mr. P. M. Griffith, writes 
to the state department at Washington 
that a process for extracting rubber 
from the hule plant was discovered 
about a year ago by a Mexican doctor 
residing in Sierra Mojado. This plant, 
which .contains about 40 per cent of 
rubber, grows in the mountainous dis- 
tricts of Mexico as well as in certain lo- 
calities of Texas, Wyoming and Ne- 
braska. It is a species of sagebrush, 
•with scall leaves, and grows to a height 
of about three feet. 


A patent on the process has been tak- 


en out in the United States and Mexi- 
co, and a manufacturing plant has 
been located at Ban Luis Fotosi. The 
principal steps in tbe process of manu- 
facture are as follows: There are spe- 
cial machines, which feed the plant au- 
tomatically Into the cutters. After it 
comes out of these machines it is car- 
ried by a bucket elevator and dumped 
Into steam jacketed mixing tanks con-1 
taining certain chemicals. The product 
then runs by gravity into hydraulic fil- 
ter presses, after which it is subjected 
to a hydrostatic pressure of 75 pounds 
to the square inch. It is then cpnveyed 
into settling tanks, where tbe gum, be- i 
Ing heavier, settles at the bottom, while- 
the chemicals and residue are drawn 
off.

The cost of production is slight. The ' 


principal difficulty to be overcome, is 
the high freight rate, a-box car being

The tornado bad crossed the 
city In ateott u straight a one as if its 
trail had been surveyed and staked out 
for it la adrauct. For almost the entire 
distance its track was between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets, and hardly 
a hooie hi the two or three miles of its 
spin across die city escaped damage. On 
the hilltops it made complete wreckage 
of everything in its path. In the depres- 
sions there was much less damage, as it 
seemed to jump from hill to hill.

Marvelous as 
it may seem, there were not more than 
seven or eight persons killed and perhaps 
five times as many more or less seriously 
hurt.

Professor E. W. Scripture, as the 


result of three years' experiments at 
the Yale psychological laboratory in 
New Haven, has made discoveries 
which premise to change In many re* 
»pect» the present theories with refer- 
ence to the ituuiuu voice and its 
culture, says the New York Evening 
Bun. Professor Scripture's deductions 
are: 


First—The mouth does not act as a 


resonator for the overtones of the vocal 
cords. 


Second.—In English Terse, time, pitch 


and intensity are elements of the 
rhythm, English verse contains not 
only stress, but has also the element 
of time, like classic verse. 
' The first dlsdbvery Till cause a 
change of theories and practice in the 
teaching of vocal music. Tbe second 
•will effect a change in tbe study of 
Anglo-Saxon and perhaps In the con- 
struction of English verse of the fu- 
ture. 


The experiments are the first of thia 


kind In America. They Include not 
only experiments In speech sounds, 
as material for language, but also In 
the changes resulting from different 
mental conditions, such as fatigue, 
emotion and the like, as well as the 
study of rhythm in relation to music. 
The preliminary work on the ^elemen- 
tary sounds of language led to so many 
novelties and showed so clearly the 
need of revising many common ideas 
of the nature of speech that the origi- 
nal problem was postponed until the 
most valuable fact in regard to spoken 
sounds could be collected by means of 
speech measurements made from the 
gramophone. 


"Who killed cock robin r is the verse 


that Professor Scripture hit upon for 
most of his experiments. 
One after 


another he has Induced persons from 
diverse parts of the country and with 
numerous eccentricities of speech to 
put the question to his machines. The 
gramophone records were connected, 
when reproducing the sounds, with a 
sensitive needle, which made a record 
of the vibrations upon a long strip of 
smoked paper. The gramophones were 
run at a uniform speed of 70 revolu- 
tions a minute. 


By a system of measurements die- 


vised at the laboratory Professor Scrip- 
ture has found it possible to determine 
invariably the "personal equation" In 
tbe recitation of any speaker. William 
F. Hooley of New York, speaking with 
the normal American accent for New 
York and vicinity, put the Interrogative 
stanza to tbe professor's machine, and 
It was found that there was a marked 
difference between the effect of his rec- 
itation on the vibrating needle and that 
of a representative Connecticut Yan- 
kee. The Boston man and tbe Chicago 
man, the down easter and tbe man 
from way down south, each have dis- 
tinctive differences in their way of ask- 
ing "Who killed cock robin?" which 
Professor Scripture has reduced to rec- 
ord by his machine. 
I t 


Tbe theory that the spoken vowels 


do not differ essentially from those 
which are sung has been held for cen- 
turies. The theory Is that the differ- 
ence between sung and spoken articu- 
lation lies exclusively in the fact that 
the pitch. Intensity and duration of the 
syllables, or, more accurately, the vow- 
els, are governed In song by melody 
and rhythm and in speech by the laws 
of emphasis, according to meaning and 
arrangement. According to this theory, 
there could be no difference between 
song and speech in a single vowel. 


The recent experiments at Yale have 


completely overthrown this "view. They 
show that the voice tones of spoken 
vowels are seldom of constant pitch. 
Some are constant in pitch, some fluc- 
tuate, while some rise and fall in vari- 
ous simple or complicated ways. There 
Is a typical tone for the whole dis- 
course which occurs In a majority of 
the vowels, while the others have quite 
different tones. Many of the vowels 
are fairly constant, but many others 
vary. It is indeed just these changes 
and fluctuations hi pitch and also in 
Intensity that enable the voice to ex- 
press the character of thought. 


When words are sung, they IOSP most 


of their character. Speech Is capable 
of expressing by its modulations the 
various emotions and conditions of the 
individual, but the singer has few re- 
sources at his command. Tbe mouth, 
under the influence of the vocal cords, 
superimposes another tone than tbe 
one sung. The superimposed tuuc is 
seldom or never an overtone of the 
vocal cords. Tbe old theory asserted 
that the mouth acts as a resonator and 
strengthens the overtones of the vocal 
cords. 


Since tbe publication of his deduc- 


tions of experimental pnouetics, Pro- 
fessor Scrinture has been challenged to 
debates and has been violently con- 
tradicted by teachers of tLe voice. He 
has just InRtltuted a new series of 
experiments to establish to an even 
greater decree of accuracy his deduc- 
tions.

TOO MANYJEMANDS 


Pulpit Efficiency of Church 


Pastors Handle a: pad 


By Outsidt Calls 


REV, E, C, FAR WEIL'S DISCUSSION 


Of tht Elimintt of Pulpit Efficiency, 


Read Before the Minifters of 


Northern 
Berkihiro at 


Tfcair Recent Meeting 


The paper on "Elementa or pulpit 


efficiently," which was read to the min- 
isters of northern Berkshire at their 
meeting Monday by Rev. E. C. Parwell 
was as follows: 


There appears to be a strange in- 


consistency—perhaps jfj» sarcasm—oil 
the part of your program committee, in 
choosing so poor a preacher to speak 
upon this subject. But the subject is 
an important one, and while we cannot 
hope to cover the entire field, it may be 
our privilege to stir within the writei 
and I trust in you all a greater anxiety 
for greater pulpit efficiency. 


We are not asked whether the pulpit 


is declining- in power, or whether Dr. 
Boanerges preaches to larger congrega- 
tions than attended upon the ministry 
St. Chrisostom, or whether the present 
incumbent of St. Andrew's finds the 
limit of his hearers attention to be 30 
plnutes, while our great grandfathers 
could turn the hour glass twice and 
still find a patient and attentive au- 
dience. Nor does it add to our purp'oee 
to discover that the New England di- 
vines -were always greeted with lifted 
hats, and reverential bows, and carried 
an awe into the pulpit, which the mod- 
ern preacher who plays ball with the 
boys, and rides a bicycle, canriot have. 


The secret of Boanerges of Chrysos- 


tom is not found in the size of theii 
Congregations, «or in the length of 
their sermons. 


Some of the best preachers I have 


ever known have preached to small 
congregations. The fault was not in the 
preacher but in h?s surroundings, or in 
the people. 


There la no doubt that among the 


chief means of ministerial 
efficiency, 


are: A closer personal sympathy with 
the spirit of Christ, a more profound 
and constant study of the Bible, a 
more earnest devotion to,the private 
exercises of religion, and- fc, m'ore thor- 
ough knowledge of the people to whom 
we preach, and a greater love for their 
souls, these four sources of influence, 
rightly recognized and properly fol- 
lowed, ought to take any minister from 
his knees in the study, to the pulpit 
with elements of power that will ef- 
fectually lead men to God. 


There can be no doubt that 'one of the 


needs of the time is more interesting 
sermons. With the mass of non-churcl. 
goers there is the frequent complaint 
arJd perhaps jastly, that sermons are 
dull, but the fault is not wholly with 
the preacher- The pulpit of today is 
what the people have made it. They 
have demanded more of the minister 
than any living man can do well, unless 
he is a genius or a miracle, and these 
ar« race. The preacher uf today, as the 
people have made him by their false 
standards, is a macnine. A man! of all 
work, to be hustled hitner and yon to 
that extent, that he haslittletirnetogain 
the power, intellectually or spiritually, 
that the gospel or the pulpit demands. 
He loads his theological gun under'mo- 
tion and fires on the runt He must 
every year preach a hundred sermons, 
attend a half hundred funerals; 
he 


must lead fiflty prayer meetings, teach 
in the Sunday school, give twenty-five 
addresses outside the pulpit- He is Ivsld 
responsible for the church benevolences 
and censured if his financial ability does 
not enable him. to reach the high figures 
Of his predecessor- He must plan with 
the official beard—and often could plan 
much better without them— for the cur- 
rent expenses of the year. H* must 
be prominerJt in all th& improvement 
and building enterprises of his church, 
marry the people, visit the sick, hold 
revival services, keep thc church rec- 
ords, make a thousand pastoral visits 
each year, ad infinltum. To such a 
man the elements of pulpit power in its 
largest measure cannot come.' And if 
he undertakes to reform.' the custom, 
and take th& time- thut the sermon, to 
be a thing of power, demands, to stay 
in the study and work, he is soon dub. 
bed the. lazy or unsocial preacher. 


Another demand of the people ofl late 


has been that the preacher should be a 
sensation!, a sky-rocket, an entertainer. 
That ho shall come into competition 
with the circus and the variety show- 
And men that deal with such subjects 
as, "Absolom, the Dude," "Martha, the 
Old Maid," "The Man with a Back- 
bone." "How Jonah Lost His Umbrella" 
may'draw the crowd and yet exert very 
little power tvver them for good- The 
evidence of this is often apparent at 
the removal if Brother Jumping Jack. 
His successor rnay be in every wayi his 
equal, aye, his superior, yet the peo- 
ple will not stay and listen to the elo- 
quence of earnestness and soberness, 
arJJ I believe Christliness, and a f«w 
weeks suffices to put the congregation 
upon its' former numerical basis- 


But without making any attempt to 


cover the entire field of this oubject, I 
will simply present four elements of 
power which should enter into every 
manl called of God to preach the goopel. 


And the first ofl these is: 
' 


1 Hf»n°sty—\ vlrfu* vhl'-h wry 


messenger of truth should possess in 
an unlimited degree- Without this vir. 
tue all others are discredited. Sheer 
absolute, unquaMfled sincerity we must 
have, and having exhibit to tht world. 


Honesty is transparency of the soul- 


Light will shine through a stone wall 
as soon as truth through an uncandid 
mind. A great obstacle to theiguccesf 
of the gospel is the vulgar and false 
Impression that preachers are mercen- 
aries of anl unvroved cause. It Is «asv 
to discover in the history of th<$ church 
the miserable j.eriods of corruption and 
the hollow system of mechanical and 
political religion by which this Impres- 
sion was created. The Injustio* of ig- 
norance perpetuates It. We must s*e 
to it that it in never true of us, antt do 
our best to manifest Its fa,!sity to men. 
Thoonly way to do this Is to really be- 
lieve what we teach and to scrupulously 
guard ourselves against all crooked. 
ness ofi thought or speech. If \re pro- 
feesto hold a system of doctrine we 
must hold It honestly and open to con)- 
vlction. We must keep the eyis of our 
soul clear and search the scriptures 
daily to know whether the thins* we 
preach are true, and finding the truth 
preach It, and abide wi»/h loyal irJtej- 
rity by the conMouencea. w* mu«t 


shun counterfeit argumtnt and handle 
the word of God with a sincere soul. 
Ws must read the bible as if tho Judsr- 
ment bar were beside our desk) and 
preach tha truth fouuH there as if the 
pulpit were before the great white 
throne. 


Some one has eatd that "sophistry Is < 


the prcocher'a devil, as Jesulstry is" the 
pastor's." To much tact is fatal. Faith 
begets faith; men will not believe what 
you preach unless they believe that you 
believe it. 


That sublime answer of Luther's be- 


fore the Diet at Worms carried power 
because he made those who heard it be 
lieve that he was honest in his con- 
victions and therefore they had better 
investigate before they too rashly con- 
demned and when they investigated, 
they were converted, hence the refor- 
mation. 


It ig the conviction that takes hold of 


people to whom we preach, that we are 
honest in what we tell them, rather 
than our flourishes of- studied- elo- 
3uence- or rhapsodies of oratory. The 
finest compliment I ever heard glvfn 
to a ministf- was to a plain country 
pastor, of whom it was said: "He is 
the truest man in our town" Henry j. 
VanDyke once said: 
''One 
honest 


•^aelier is1 worth a hundred brilliant 
advocates."*! St. Paul said: "I believe 
Jierefore have I spoken." 
When the word of G'od lies behind 


3very sermon, and the spirit of St. Paul 
which is the spirit of Christ, is clearly 
•nanifested in the life and utterances 
of the minister, then will the old lie 
ibout meroinary preachers die a nat- 
ural death and the pulpit becomes an 
arena of power. When ministers shall 
!are 
to preach their convictions, 


eached by a study of the word of God, 
ind ntot by the study of the cur- 
rent literature of the day, when they 
seek only to pronounce the truth, re- 
gardless* of its effects upon themselves, 
ind the people, then will the pulpit 
issume the dignity and power which 
.nheres within it. But so long as the 
preacher studies 
only to please the 


people to conform to their vitiated 
tastes, to work off sensations, that at 
nost but Increase emotions, the pulpit 
will be weak and powrless. He may 
3raw a crowd, so will a minstrel show. 


The second element of power I would 


"nention is: 


II. Positiveness. I believe it will 


greatly increase our. efficiency if we 
cultivate the habit of dwelling upon 
the affirmative rather than the nega- 
tive side of our religion, "setting forth 
the truth,', holding forth the word of 
ife rather than answering or exposing 
the manifold forms of error. Emphasiz- 
ing the great and essential facts and 
loctrines in regard to which there is no 
loubt among Christians, rather than 
liscussing the minor points of con- 
tusion and controversy among the 
sects. To cultivate and enforce virtue 
is the best means of restraining vice. 
To seek first 'of all to lead men to love 
Christ, assured that if they do this they 
will hate evil. 


One of Phillips Brooks best sermons 
s on the the 
"Positivenes of the 


Divine life." Some one has" said that to 
plant one good tree in" a garden is a 
greater work, than to uproot a tbous- 
uid weeds." The house that was swept 
and garnished was "empty. If it had 
only been leased to a good spirit tne 
old tenant could not haye come back 
igain to multiply himfeelF seven fold. 


There is a great tetrf^tatton to run 


after Ihe devil trying "to destroy him 
with arguments or invectives." We are 
often found wasting our time and en- 
orgies, in confuting 'and condemning 
errors, when to fill men with the truth 
would accomplish infinitely more. The 
work of the pulpit is not so much to de- 
nounce anti-christ as' "to announce 
Christ. The putting 'of' an arch-heritlc 
to confusion may be striking achieve- 
ment; but the bringing a little child 
to Jesus; the buildirig up of a single 
life upon the corner stone of truth is a 
far more enduring w'ork. 


The ministry will do its best, the 


pulpit have the greatest power, when it 
centers its strength upon texts that are 
unquestioned, and preaches virtues 
that are indis*pensible. 


The third element I desire to name is: 
in. Persuasion. We think taht it may 


be truthfully assumed thattheprincipal 
function of the pulpit is persuasion. We 
preach to educated and. Christian c'on- 
^regations. and therefore are not called 
upon so much, to proclaim, religious 
ioctrines for their enlightenment, as 
to get them to accept those upon which 
they are already enlightened. The 
style of modern preaching would be 
revolutionized, if turning away from 
the mere intellectual tournamnets, we 
revived 
the 
scriptural 
idea 
of 


preaching, and said 
in the spirit 


of 
Paul "This one 
thing I do" 


not amaze, not amuse—I persuade men 
to be reconciled to God. The Almighty 
has never endowed his creatures with 
another clement of poviSp more ootent 
for good than persuasion!. Rufus Choate 
used to sayi to his lawyers, "Persuade 
the jury at all hazards," "Move hea- 
ven and earth to car* the jury." The 
efficiency o.l Ine pulpit would be in- 
creased a hundred fold if ministers 
would adopt the same methods to move 
men. 


Another element of pulpit efficiency 


arJJ power and the last I shall speak 
of is: 


IV. Thoroughness. This quality 'de- 


mands respect in every d?r>artment of 
life. Yet this is an age when as min- 
isters there is great temptation to nas?- 
!ect it. The minister is expected (or 
thinks he is) 10 kniow evurythine, con, 
sequently spreads himself x>ver a great 
surface, and does nothing thorougly.

knowledge bold'y, he confide-? in his in*- 
tuition with sublime audacity, he lays 
every field of -science under tribute for 
illustration, and verily soma of them 
are fearfully find wonderfully made, 
for many of them are inlaccurate, and 
untrue, and give the godless opportun- 
ity to sneer. His lack- of time, which 
we hav« already called attention to, 
leads him to depend upon facts collated 
and condensed by others, rather than 
lugr from the quarry of his own efforts 
Thus the sermon is characterized hy 
cheap workmanship, tawdry ornament, 
hastily and carelessly selected Illustra- 
tion, and false statement fwhich brinj? 
the pulpit into discredit. 


AncJ yet) In in? midit of all our diffi- 


culties we are facing aw age which 
demand the most careful and painstak- 
ing thoroughness- This is the key that 
unlocks power and there is only one 
pathway by which it can be reached 
—consecrated 'vorlc, eternal vigilance. 


I have only touched this great subject 


assigned me, but brethren, have I not 
said enough to help us all to faol how 
great Is our work and to lead us all 
to pray, "Holy Mister, if thou hast

WILL FURNISH OWN INSURANCE 


Farmer! of State Rtitrt 10 Mutual Fire 


Insuranet 


The question of insurance for farmers 


IB getting to be a s»rious one. Last 
summer th<* fire insurance companies 
raised their jates for farm property, 
and even at the increased flsures many 
companies are unwilling to insure this 
class of risk, particularly -on untenant- 
ed farm property. 
Consequently the 


farmers had a fruitful topic for discus- 
sion at their meeting ofthe Massachu- 
setts state grange at Worcester r*c*nt- 
ly, when the matter came up. 


The grange is of the opiniorJ that in- 


dependent insurance should be secured, 
and it has instructed its eexcutive pom- 
raittee to establish an assessment fire 
insurance company for the insurance of 
farm property of it members. 


Inasmuch, however, as the laws of the 


state ftarbid the organization of assess- 
ment companies such as are contem- 
plated by the grange, it has resorted to 
the plan of securing a charter of one of 
this class before thrse laws were enlaci- 
ed- Althoueh these concerns were or- 
ganized to do business in very limited 
sections, it is believed tnat operations i 
under their charters may be extended ' 
legally so as to include the entire state. 


Fire insurance men' say that the farm- 


ers will soon have enough of it. "Our 
own attitude toward this class of busi- 
ness," says a prominent underwriter, 
"ia the result of smart losses. Both 
the stock and mutual insurance con- 
cernb have been bitten, and the pres- 
ent step Is likely to be attended with 
disaster. The Patrons' mutual fire in- 
surance company of Worcester paid jn 
losses in six years $22,197, receiving $15,- 
375; the Granby town mutual fire insur- 
ance companfy existed only tor five 
years, a fire in its fifth year entailing 
a loss of $1052. being the means of 
breaking it up, the company only col- 
lecting by assessment J127-"
